2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-7 and 9-12 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Rominc (US 5,289,778). 

Romine discloses a transporting vehicle system having all the features recited in the instant claims, including front and rear 
axles provided with railway and roadway wheels 56, 58, motor 32 for driving the wheels, and two supporting axles provided with 
wheels 184. 

Regarding the instant method claims, note that the operation of the vehicle system of Romine inherently requires the method 
steps as recited in the instant method claims, and that the structure of Romine is inherently capable of performing the intended 
operations as recited in the instant method claims. 

Regarding the instant claimed supporting axle being mounted to extend from the side of die vehicle body, note that the 
supporting axle having wheels 184 of Romine is extendable from the top side of the vehicle body to engage the second track, as broadly 
claimed. 

Claim 8 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the vehicle 
having the combination of features, as recited in the instant claim, including the supporting axle that is co-axial with the front or rear 
axle and extendable outwardly therefrom. 

Claims 1-12 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
